Brigham  Young  University 
believes  in  the  great  destiny  of 
the  American  Indian. 

The  University  has  a  moral 
commitment  to  the  education  and 
overall  advancement  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Indian  population. 

The  University  has  organized 
the  Indian  Education  Department 
to  prepare  Indian  students  to 
succeed  in  college  work  and  to 
make  meaningful  contributions 
to  society.  BYU  is  sponsored  by 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  (the  Mormons). 

Many  students  at  BYU,  how¬ 
ever,  are  not  Mormons.  They  have 
come  from  all  over  the  world  to 
study  at  a  university  that  offers 
the  best  opportunity  to  develop 
the  individual  in  a  total  program. 

There  is  something  for  every¬ 
one:  a  balanced  curriculum  of 
academic  achievement,  spiritual 
growth,  social  development,  and 
physical  exercise  in  a  clean  en¬ 
vironment  —  an  environment 
which  is  a  product  of  clean  stan- 

Each  student  agrees  to  live 
by  these  standards  of  behavior 
of  his  or  her  own  free  will.  Students 
are  expected  to  be  true  to  this 
personal  commitment  to  the  high 
moral  code  of  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Admission  to  Brigham  Young 
University  is  nondiscriminatory. 
The  University  admits  persons  of 
any  race,  sex,  creed,  religion,  or 
national  origin  who  meet  the  Uni¬ 
versity’s  academic  requirements 
and  agree  to  abide  by  its  stan¬ 
dards  of  behavior.  Qualified  han¬ 
dicapped  students  are  also  ad¬ 
mitted. 

The  orientation  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Indian  Education  Program 
at  BYU  is  to  increase  its  efforts 
to  educate  the  student,  rather 
than  to  lower  the  academic  re¬ 
quirements.  The  department 
assumes  that  the  Indian  student 


can  learn  as  well  as  any  other 
student  and  that  the  academic 
disadvantages  that  some  Indian 
students  have  can  be  overcome 
with  increased  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  educational  process. 

Indian  Academic, 
Services  —  Indian  Academic 

Services  is  responsible  for  the 
elasswork  done  by  the  American 
Indian  Education  Department. 
Twenty  teachers,  who  represent 
over  200  years  of  experience  in 
Indian  Education,  offer  courses 
in  most  general  education  areas, 
some  advanced  upper-division 
courses,  and  most  of  the  classes 
in  the  Native  American  Studies 
Program.  Indian  students  can 
register  for  classes  both  within 
the  department  and  without,  at 
their  discretion.  However,  many 
of  them  choose  to  take  those  of¬ 
fered  by  instructors  in  the  Indian 
Education  Department,  since 
they  are  assured  that  the  classes 
will  be  relatively  small  and  taught 
by  teachers  with  cultural  under¬ 
standing. 

The  Indian  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  believes  in  self-determina¬ 
tion  and  expects  every  student  to 
work  hard  and  to  do  his  or  her 
best  to  achieve  excellence  in 
academic  performance. 

Beginning  Indian  freshmen 
students  are  assisted  in  their 
adjustment  to  ihe  college  situation 
by  advisers  from  the  faculty  of 
the  Indian  Education  Department 
who  continually  work  with  the 
students  throughout  their  first 
year  on  campus. 

The  requirements  for  grad¬ 
uation  of  Indian  students  are  the 
same  as  those  for  other  students. 

Native  American 
Studies  Minor  -  The 

Native  American  Studies  minor, 
for  Indian  and  non-Indian 
students,  is  offered  by  the  Indian 


Education  Department.  Many 
Indian  and  non-Indian  students 
graduating  from  BYU  -  in  studies 
such  as  education,  sociology, 
business,  and  political  science  - 
will  be  brought  into  contact  with 
the  Native  American  people  be¬ 
cause  of  tbe  nature  of  their  occu¬ 
pations.  Therefore,  all  students 
who  will  come  in  contact  with 
Native  American  people  will 
benefit  from  this  minor. 

The  Native  American  Studies 
minor  is  designed  to  augment 
and  supplement  students  of 
various  disciplines  so  that  they 
may  become  more  culturally 
aware  of  the  heritage  of  the 
American  Indian,  thus  promoting 
better  understanding  and  co¬ 
operation. 

The  minor  has  also  been  de¬ 
signed  so  that  the  student  may 
select  classes  from  a  variety  of 
interdepartmental  courses,  if 
desiring  a  general  background, 
or  a  combination  of  classes  can 
be  selected  for  an  in-depth  study 
in  a  specific  discipline.

American  Indian  students  to 
achieve  success  in  their  personal 
and  academic  lives.
